As the water fell a deposite of dirt, 


or muck aud mariue weed was left on 
the sides. This was removed by be- 
ing washed dowu aud weed afterwards 
picked off.

several feet thick aud all over it was 
a deposit of dirt or muck two to three 
inches thick.

FATHER HEMLER CUT 


DOWN BY WHITE PLAGUE 


He was the first Rector of the 


Beautiful Church of St. Mary's 


McSherrystown. 


Rev. Father P. P. Hemler, who 


ha* been rector of St. Mary's church of 
Me.SlieTv-tovvu from the time the 
beautiful church was opened for wor- 
ship several years ago died on last 
Friday atteruouu at the rectory adjoiu- 
iug the church, from consumption 
aged about 47 years. He had been 
suffering from the disease for almost a 
year. 


He was horn iu Straban township 


on the old John Miller farm on York 
turnpike near Gulden's Htation. son 
of the late David and Susanna Smith 
Hemler. The ancestors of both fami- 
lies were old (Jonovvago settlers. He 
was baptised at Gettysburg by Rev. 
Ba*-il Shorb. 
After 
death of his 


mother in 1S<»:J family moved to Tra- 
v an ion Mills below Taneytovvn, after- 
wards they moved near to Emmits- 
burg where hi*- father died iu 1887.

-524.000 for it*, publication, 


A CITIZEN ENTERTAINED. 


An Incident of 1862 Makes Capt. 


Miller the Guest of Honor. 


Two hundred veterans, ladies and 


guests, with Governor Penuypacker 
and staff went to Fredericksburg ou 
Tuesday of last week aud dedicated in 
the National Cemetery there a hand- 
some memorial to the 127th Pa. Regi- 
ment. They were met at tram and es- 
corted to Cemetery by the Judge aud 
Mayor and were loyally 
treated. 


Among the veterans was Capt. Charles 
Miller of this place, aud he was espec- 
ially honored, but as the saying goe^. 
that is another story. 


To begin that story one must go back 


to Dec. 11, 1862. t'vo days before the 
battle ot Fredencsbursj. The day the 
pontoon bnge wascouipleted and Capt. 
Miller's regiment was the first to marcb 
across. The fire from the sharpshoot- 
ers was biting and they were ordered 
to take possession of houses alousr the 
river and protect themselves. Capt. 
Miller with others entered a three-story 
house, first floor used for store pur- 
poses. 


A comrade soon reported that he had 


found a table in upper part of house 
loaded with good tilings to eat aud as 
rations had been short prior thereto 
the feast looked templing. Capt. Mil- 
ler warned them of clanger of poisoned 
food. 
At length one soldier said he 


was going to eat of that feast and if it 
didn't hurt him the others should help 
themselv es. It was soon cleared away 
without harm to any one. 
- --Shortly afterwarda* soldier reported 
the house to be either haunted or oc- 
cupied, as he had heard groaus. Capt. 
Miller laughing at idea of beiug 
haunted followed his comrade upstair* 
and knocking at a locked door said, 


"If there is a human beiug in room

ESCAPED FROM TOWN TO GET 


INTO A WORSE PLIGHT. 


Thrilling Experiences of Families 


Going Away From Battle—Get- 


ting into Cavalry Fight. 


On Friday morning, June ili, 


after days of expectancy, Hell'* Cav- 
alry scouts brought in the word to Uet- 
tysburg that the Rebels were just a lew 
miles west ol town and a hasty depar- 
ture was the advice of their Captain, 
afterwards Major Bell, with the warn- 
ing that every man should take care ol 
himself and report in Harrisburir or 
Columbia. 


My husband, a sergeant in that com- 


pany, was resting on a couch, having 
been thrown from a hurte a few days 
before. I called to lum "The Rebels are 
here, get up aud get your horse ready, 
for you will only have a few minutes 
in which to escape." In i short time 
he and others of the company were go- 
ing down the York pike hurriedly, as 
there was urgent business in that di- 
rection. They barely escaped. 


Soon afterwards, as my lather was 


Bitting by a window busily engaged 
reading a daily paper, little dreaming 
the Rebels were so close by, I said to 
him, "Here they come." He asked, 
•'Who?" 
I answered, "The Rebs, 


don't you hear the yell," and he looked 
out and saw them in pursuit of Captain 
Bell. He said, "Bring the children in 
and close the door." 1 said, "No, 1 
want them to see all they can of this," 
and remained on the porch of the 
house standing on the south west corner 
of York and Liberty streets. My father 
went up stairs and got behind a high 
French post bedstead where he looked 
out a window in the direction of the 
race going on. 


I staid on the porch aud watched the 


party, listening to the yells aud seeing 
them ride at their greatest speed after 
Captain Bell, whom they seemed very 
anxious to capture. Captain Bell was 
perfectly at home on his horse aud was 
not uneasy, keeping at a very tantaliz- 
ing distance seemingly. 


The Rebs gave up the chase aud re- 


turned to take part in ransacking the 
barns, stores aud chicken coops. It 
was said that a man who once 
worked at blacksmithing in Gettys- 
burg, wasoneof those who piloted them 
and it was reported that this same man 
went to the home of Adam Doer- 
eom, Sr., and made a demand for 
money and even tortured the man who 
had befriended him, for this same 
fellow had worked for Mr. Doersom 
years before that time aud lived in his 
family, worthy people who were kind 
to all. The town was very indignant 
over the reports and could not think 
the Army of Virginia would endorse 
such methods to obtain funds to carry 
on their warfare. 
Soon a thorough canvass had been 


made of the town and Early's Division 
of Ewell's Corps were going into camp 
in the northeastern portion of the town 
a short distance away from my home 
with their plunder. Some of the men 
had a pile of hats on their heads look- 
ing comical, strings of muslin and 
other goods trailing on the ground, the 
blankets, quilts and shawls were piled 
op on their horses, shoes tied to the 
stirrups, altogether forming a laugh- 
able picture. For once they were hav- 
ing a good time and the miserable ap- 
pearance of the many certainly indi- 
cated that it would be appreciated.

They crossed the street sitting 
ou a porch'to eat their bread aud but- 
ter. The lady of the house heard one 
»ay "I thiukthepeopleofthisplaceare 
very kind considering we came here 
to kill off their husbauds aud sous."

In a few minutes 
I saw he had forced a window and my 
sou, a boy of four years, was holding 
the window up with the soldier's car- 
bine, evidently feeling very Important 
I went out and objected. The soldier 
answered, "No danger, I've got the 
shoes and am sorry the blacksmith is 
uot here, I would like to pay him for 
them." I said, "Leave the money 
with me. if you are anxious about it, 
I know where he lives and will send 
it to him." He got out his pocket- 
book, searched it aud there was noth- 
ing to be found. He laughingly said, 
"I brought the wrong pocket-book." 
I aaid. "It was the blacksmith's loss 
for evidently you are \ery anxious to 
pay him." He said, "Why are you 
women so afraid of the Rebels?" 
•'\Vhy,"l said, "that is news to me, 
I did not know they were." He added 
"General Lee ordered us to treat the 
women with respect, not like your 
men treated our women in Win- 
chester." I said, "Your women spat 
upon our men, some from this town, 
in Winchester, and Virginia had no 
better men, and when women resorted 
to such insults they deserved all they 
got." 
t asked him, "Where are you 


going ?" "Oh," he said, "to Bunker's 
Hill, and we will not leave one stone 
on another there." I answered, "Be- 
fore many days you will wish you 
were across the Potomac." "Well, it 
might be," he replied, and lifting his 
hat said "Good bye." 


You can imagine the state of mind 


the citizens were in that day when 
Early made his demand for money, 
food, etc,, and nothing more on hand 
than the county needed. We had a 
tine burgess then, David Kendlehart. 
He knew the worth and need of money 
and wasn't in a hurry like some towns 
near by that went out and met the 
enemy with offers. I was told by a 
Rebel officer that Carlisle was one that 
did this and I heard of York doing it 


Sunday morning they were on their 


way, I have no doubt, thankfully, to 
Kmiultsburg. We were all occupied 
with our different duties, but anxious 
to learn any news of what was going 
on. 


Wednesday, July ist, 1863. 


After days of suspense we were on 


dutv early in the morning occupying 
our porch ready to reply to or ask the 
usual question, have you heard any- 
thing of the Rebels? 1 heard two 
cavalrymen talking that morning and 
one of them said, ''Well, the ball Is 
about t<> open." 


1 concluded if a battle was to take 


place close by I'd better prepare some 
things to carry with us, as likely we 
would have to leave town. I went'to 
basement aud baked pies using black- 
berries my father had bought from a 
country man—Billy Noel—that morn- 
ing, who had come to town ignorant 
of the fact that a battle was in the near 
future aud who, when he learned the 
uexvH, kindly offered us the shelter of 
his cabin at Wolf Hill. 1 filled a peck 
basket with biscuits. 


Mother returned from a visit .up 


town. She said, "All is excitement 
up town, things are calm down here," 
corner of York and Liberty streets. 
Soon we heard the firing aud saw 
wounded men brought in aud placed 
in warehouse. 


I went down to home of John G. 


Gilbert. A number of wounded had 
been brought in by that time and I 
helped all I could to relieve the suf- 
fering. 


By the time I returned hcme I 


found the little folks had been called 
in to Mrs. Moutforts to pick lint. The 
lightiutr was on in earnest and nearer. 
A soldier on horse back rode along 
York street calling to families to go to 
their cellars as they were in range ot 
the fighting. 


My father proposed that mother, 


myself and five children go to the toll 
gate house about a half mile from our 
lome, he would stay in the house and 
ve could return in the evening. 


I put on my best garb, dressed the

While standing on the corner with 


some ladies, my mother among the 
number, we were approached by a sol- 
dier in officers uniform, looking bit 
terly stunning. He addressed our lit- 
tle crowd in a sneering manner, ask 
ing, "Can you tell me what direction 
those dirty Rebels took? At least tha 
is what you call them." As that wai 
the question uppermost in my mind J 
waited for the other ladies to answer 
due of the number replied, "Xo."

Among Mrs. Bender's visitors was 


Mr. Benders brother-in-law who lived 
ou Vork pike. The Rebs saw this man 
aud they got after him. He convinced 
them he was sick. 


We retired 011 the lirst floor. 1 think 


all were iu one room aud all rested 
well. 


Thursday, July 2. 


Arose iu the morning auxious aud 


found all astir getting ready for the 
fray. Mrs Bender tried to feed some 
tied up stock. She asked two young 
nieu iu grey if they would cut some 
gra&s for some colts or young cattle 
tied up iu bam. The shells were fall- 
ing all around at the time. Laughing 
they said yes they would try although 
they never did iu their lives. They 
got the scythe aud cut some grass. 


At last Mrs Bender said she would 


not stay although assured as long as 
ehe stayed uothiug would be disturbed 
Iu house. We walked away from a 
full house. Mrs. Bender never chang- 
ed her milking suit, left everything 
•behind. I picked up one basket ouly 
to iiud that mother had taken out the 
shawls. I started back to find them, 
thinking they might misunderstand if 
I left them. Some one had got them, 
we were sorry to lose them but more 
so to leave Benders as we felt we were 
going into the enemy's ranks. 


I think we were going to Spauglers'. 


When we got to their farm everything 
was quiet aud we supposed aud right- 
ly that they were not at home. The 
next place we came to was Rhineharts. 
• Mrs. Khiuehart aud her four daugh- 
ters were glad to see us. Their men 
had taken their stock across the Sus- 
quehauua. They were glad to have 
company. Toward eveuiug two young 
teen from the Confederate Army came 
to Rhiuehart's for sour milk. One of 
the girls was rouud and robust aud they 
had fuu with the girls, asked them if 
all the Pennsylvania girls were so fat 
and said they were coming back here 
for wives. The girls enjoyed the fun. 


The farm house of Rhinebart's was 


such a quiet, out-of-the-way place aud 
I felt here let us rest. It was a weary 
tramp looking after five with one in 
your arms. I felt indifferent as to 
fate as we passed through the lines. I 
imagined they regarded us fit subjects 
for an asylum. Some one asked tbe 
guard if we dare pass, certainly they 
said. We were safe enough, Rebs all 
around us. This was tbe time the 
prepared lunch came iu. I had for- 
gotten about it earlier. In the after- 
noon some Rebs called for sour or 
thick milk to quench their thirst. 


That night we all went to bed aud 


before we got asleep the girls slipped 
out aud threw some pebbles against 
the house aud it Alarmed .some of the 
women folk. They thought the Rebs 
had returned. We heard a violin aud 
Rhiuehart's said, Why Sam Plank is 
home" but it was the Rebs we heard 
we learned afterward. 


The Rhiuehart house faced the east

Rebs planting a battery m front of the 
house but some distau •:• away. 1 
called Mrs. Rhiuehart's . tentiou to it 
aud she weut out. A Union shell was 
dropped in their midst and the battery 
was removed. They told Mrs. Rliiue- 
hart they thought the house was un- 
occupied aud that we had better leave. 
Minnie balls were falling around aud 
agaiust the house aud they said the 
Union men would think sharpshooters 
were in it aud direct their guus ou the 
house. 


We were all in the cellar, Mrs. Ben- 


der, her two children aud ayouuggirl, 
Mrs. 
Warner, 
a 
sister 
of 
Mr. 


John Beuner. my mother, self and 
five children with Mrs. Ruiuehartaud 
her family. She herself was bakiug. 
She came to the door leadiug to the 
cellar and called us wouieu, saying 
"there were Rebs here and told me we 
had better leave or we would be killed. 
What are you going to do about it ?" 
I said, "What are you going to do?" 
She replied, "I'm going to stay. I 
told them I would be killed if 1 left 
aud I might as well be killed in the 
house." I said, "I will stay." 


We stayed iu the cellar while the 


skirmish fight was taking place.

Mr. Smith was 
takeu to Miller's where there were 
other wouuded. Afterwards he went 
to Aunt Polly Culp, living across the 
street from us and was cared for by 
her until he returned to his home in 
Michigan. 


In the uiorniugof the cavalry light 


a very fine looking cavalryman dress- 
ed in light home spun butternut uni- 
form stopped aud asked the directions 
some other soldiers had takeu. We 
told him. Iu a few hours his body 
was brought to house the blood flow- 
ing and laid on the porch.

The night after the skirmifth light or 


cavalry light she succeeded in heating 
her oxen and had her bread iu baking. 
We had all gathered in her dining 
room to talk over the terrible day. 
didn't think of eatiug. I was flitting 
iu the window that opened on the lawn. 
1 think it wan 0 o'clock or near that 
time. A soldier on horseback brushed 
by the window coming around the 
north side of the house. Other* fol- 
lowed until it seemed a regiment had 
gathered there. 


Mrs. Khiuehart, with her little short 


pipe in her mouth, went forward. They 
said. "Mother, can't von give us some- 
thing to eat?" "Well,"she answered, 
"J just put my bread in the oven. You 
fellows kept lighting all day I could 
not get my bread baked.'7 They went 
to the oven aud brought loaf after loaf 
out, tearing it open. The dough was 
not baked inside and fell to the floor. 
They said, "Can't you bake it?" She 
replied. '-There is the stove, put it on 
aud bake it." They wanted butter and 
she said, "Why, you drove of!' my 
cows. How could I have butter? I 
have apple butter." She gave them 
that. They were foud of it aud some 
of them wanted to take some of this 
apple jack to camp. 


While they were feasting two young 


men in gray uniforms with black 
stripes came tome aud said, "Madam, 
we will sit on your stoop tonight and 
guard your house. Of course we can't 
take care of barn and garden," and 
added, "That is if General Lee does 
not attempt to take Culp's Hill to- 
night." We felt perfectly safe then. 


Not live minutes after there waa a 


whisper in the room and one after the 
other stepped out quietly and quickly, 
going away in a southerly course. 
One more mystery was added to the 
day. 


Saturday, July 4. 


We were up early. We heard firing 


at night and were anxious *o know the 
result. Everything was quiet about 
the house that night. If the Rebs 
came by that way we did not hear 
them. 


In the morning the monotony was 


broken by the presence of a young man 
at the pump. He had a piece of bam 
cutting slices from it. He came m and 
asked Mrs. Rhinehart if she would fry 
that bacon and some onions for his of- 
ficer who was out m the barn asleep. 
Mrs. Rhinehart said, '"You can cook 
and there is the stove, fry it yourself." 
He laughed and went at it all right. 
She looking on remarked, "That is 
some of Hummel 7s ham and my 
onions." "I don't know where the 
ham came from," he began and she 
cot eluded, "And you got the onions 
out of my garden " 


Boon the officer came to the pump to 


wash his face. Mrs. Rhinehart went 
out with her little short pipe in her 
mouth to interview the officer. She 
said, "Good morning, how did that 
right turn out last night ?" He spoke 
haughtily, saying, "Why, we whipped 
your men as we have always done." 
*She came in laughing aud saying, "I 
kuow he is lying. If they whipped us 
he wouldn't be so mad about it." 


We women decided we would try 


and iret home. The Rhinehart girls 
said there was a short cut and they 
would «o with us to the pike if we 
could get there. We started before 
dinner. We came to the woods the 
Rel>.s camped in. It was deserted, not 
a soul but everything used in camp 
left behind. 
We felt happy. 
We 


rsed two Rebs on guard. Soon they 


passed us with this information, "Your 
men are after us." 


I think Mrs. Bender and Mrs. War- 


ner stopped at another Rhinehart fam- 
ily on the pike. We went on to Dr. 
Schailers, dining with them, nerving 
up for the trip to town, as we saw tires 
somewhere west. We journeyed on, 
found the street barricaded but soon 
the Stars and Stripes in Square met 
our gaze aud we felt the Fourth was 
ours. 


1 think I must have lost one-fourth 


of my flesh in the few days of suspense 
iu Rebel lines. Our house had been 
occupied by Rebs, who took good care 
of father and he was sorry they were 
captured there. 


My room seemed to be as I left it 


with the exception of a little pile of 
•'ray rags. I didn't pay much attten- 
tion to it at first it was so small. My 
curiosity was at length aroused. 
I 


could not imagine what I had left lying 
on the floor. I discovered it was the 
remnant of pants and a hat. Then 1 
looked in a trunk where my husband 
kci-l his clothitii; and a line blue suit, 
a Xma«gift. was missing and I sup- 
pose these gray rags were left in ex-

stick and threw ihem out in the street.

3ns used up every moment, tuere is 110 
ijuostiou that we should drink of this 
element copiously, but it is a serious 
question whether we should refrain 
from water at meals— the time we par- 
ticularly desire it. 


There is a class of persons, ever 


growing more numerous, that believes 
that whatever is is wrong. For the 
natural and simple they would substi- 
tute the artificial and complicated. To 
drink wnter while or directly after eat- 
ing is a natural instinct. Give a dog 
his dinner, putting a bowl of water 
near it, and observe that he will first 
eat all he can and then immediately 
drink. Wild animate look for a stream 
after feeding. 
Cage birds will stop 


pecking at seed to peck at water. Chil- 
dren have a perpetual thirst, and I 
hax'e seen babies that, unlike young 
Oliver, have refused to cat more when 
denied water after every few month- 
fills. 


It is especially important that babies 


be gjven what water they wish and at 
the time they wish it. which is usually 
at table. 


The thinner food Is the more easily 


sad thoroughly is it digested; in fact. 
it cannot be digested until it has been 
made liquid by the gastric and intesti- 
nal juices. Indigestion Is caused often 
by food that has not been sufficiently 
moistened by the digestive secretions. 


There are sound physiological rea- 


sons for onr craving water with meals. 
Water is the solvent that constitutes 
95 per cent of the gastric juice. Now. 
when one eats a hearty meal and does 
not drink, the amount of water in the 
stomach is not sufficient thoroughly to 
moisten the great quantity of food. 
and this makes digestion difficult. On 
the other band, when enough water is 
ingested with the food the latter is 
well moistened and broken up. the di- 
gestible particles being then readily 
acted on by the gastric juice and after- 
ward absorbed. Again, when the par- 
tially digested food (chyme) passes into 
the intestines it is most important that 
it be very moist, particularly as water 
is constantly absorbed from the chyle 
in the large intestine. Bad cases of 
constipation are caused by dry chyle 
remaining in the intestines, where it 
acts up an inflammation that some- 
times proves fatal, dry faeces, of 
course, resisting peristaltic action. The 
excrement of persons suffering from 
constipation is always dry and hard 
and is a potent cause of appendicitis. 


The idea that water drinking at 


meals unduly dilutes the gastric juice 
is nonsensical, water being not so pal- 
atable that one is apt to drink more 
than his digestive functions require. 
As a matter of fact water generally 
facilitates the digestion of albuminous 
substances. In this connection Dr. A. 
Jacob! in his work on "Infant Diet," 
P^gc 67, sajrs: 
" ^u cxpoi-iuieuts upon digestion of 
albumen with gastric juice obtained- 
from the stomach of animals it was no- 
ticed that after a certain time the proc- 
ess began to slacken, but was renewed 
merely by the addition of water. The 
gastric juice became saturated with 
the substance it had dissolved and 
ceased to act upon what remained un- 
til it had been diluted. In the living 
stomach this dilution is of even greater 
importance, for it permits of the im- 
mediate absorption of the substances 
"soluble in water and. which do not re- 
quire the sneeific action of the gastric 
jtiiw."

Hot or cold water In excellent an un 


aiM'llcatlou for Inflammation, conges- 
tions or ubraKloiif*. but how ninny peo- 
ple know which to apply In particular 
sast-s while awalthiK the arrival of 
medical relief? Xot many, and the mis- 
takes made in some Instances are lu- 
dicrous. 


Take the barber, for example, who 


has cut his patron's face. lie generally 
washes the face with a towel soaked 
iu warm water, often pressing It right 
Into the injury, and then wonders why 
the blood flows from the cut so freely. 
In ulnety-iiine cases out of a hundred 
If he had used cold water, and the 
colder the better, the blood would 
have ceased to flow from the Injury al- 
togt'ther. as the cold would have a ten- 
dency to contract the openings hi the 
torii blood vessels. Iu all cases of such 
cuts or abrasions very cold water will 
at least reduce the amount of bleeding 
If It doesn't stop it altogether, and yet. 
singularly enough, boiling water will 
have the same effect. 


Water below the boiling point In- 


creases the flow, but above that de- 
gree decreases it. In surface inflamma- 
tions or congestions cold water ought 
to be used, while If the condition is sit- 
uated Itelow the surface hot water is 
necessary an an application because It 
draws the blood toward the surface 
and thus stimulates the circulation 
through the part where it is most 
needed. 


In cases of abscesses or pimples 


with pus forming In them, but which 
have not yet come to a head, tl^ft secre- 
tion of pus can be rapidly increased 
and the duration of the annoyance 
thereby decreased by applying hot wa- 
ter to them at frequent intervals. 


Where the eye is inflamed or smarts. 


after a period of eye strain, such as 
night work often induces, hot appli- 
cations are tho things for relief, but 
the water used should bo gradually 
allowed to cool off toward the end. 
Tired eyes will Invariably be rejuve- 
nated by adopt ing this method of treat- 
ment. and many headaches resulting 
from such a condition may thereby be 
prevented or cured.— St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


BLEAK SHETLAND. 


Ita Swartuii «f Sea Gull* and It* Lone 


Tree, 


,Up a little lane off Lerwick's one 
street there is a garden. At least, it is 
an inclosed space. In the middle of 
this space there is a tree. It is not a 
very tall tree; you could, in fact, toss 
a biscuit over its branches, but still it 
is a tree—the only tree in Shetland. 
And Shetland is proud of It. Children 
who are brought for the first time to 
see the wonders of one strceted Ler- 
wick are shown this tree. This is not 
fiction. It Is the only tree iu Shetland. 


As there are no trees in Shetland, 


there are 110 birds, except, of course, 
the sea gulls, which you can number 
by tbe thousand. The sea gulls are the 
sparrows of Lerwick, and, as such, 
they have a greater share in the town's 
life than have the sparrows of London. 
In the morning time you will note that 
a sea gull sits on every chimney pot. 
Sea gulls swoop and hover over every 
roof in the town. 


The air is full of their strange, high, 


plaintive, haunting cries. Their sad. 
shrill, long drawn cries are to Lerwick 
as the chattering of sparrows or the 
cawing of rooks are to us in England. 
Every house has its own familiar sea 
gulls and every street its own baud of 
sea gulls. They never mix. The chil- 
dren iu each house have a pet name for 
their own particular sea gulls, and. 
having called them to them by those 
names, they feed them every day. And 
each sen gull knows what Is meant for 
him. 
No sea gull attached to one house 


ever seeks to cat the food scattered 
from the house next door. He does not 
dare: the other gulls would kill him. 
So all day long the sea gulls hover and 
call over the roofs of Lerwick. Tbe 
people of the town. If they come across 
a little pile of rice laid upon the road- 
way, step over it with care. They 
know that It is placed there for s»mc 
sea gull. And at night the sea gulls 
leave their own appointed chimney 
pots and fly gracefully away to their 
resting places on the mcks of the Isle 
of Now.—Tendon Kxjiress.

TYPHOID FEVER. 


00Hreen off Thl« Itan«erou« mmt Pr*. 


Alttioitgh there I* alway* more or 


typhoid fever in most of the larger 


cities of tills country, the late Hummer 
und autumn are the seasons when It in 
:n.>.t to IM- feared. 


The (lNc:ise is not HO formidable. a» 


regards the mortality, as some others. 
out its great length anil the evil conse- 
'HUMices which xoiiii'tiiiit'M follow it iu 
'.he form of weak heart, weak spine or 
nervous disorders make It quite as se- 
rious as some which are more fatal, but 
f.ir less protracted. 


l'ule:is one knows how the disease is 


us;-.. illy spread one cannot hope to 
avoid it, and so It may be useful to 
consider in what ways the germs of 
the ma lady linil their way into the sys- 
tem. 


Water is the usual vehicle for ty- 


phoid germs, as is well known, and 
probably all great outbreaks of the dis- 
ease in cities are due to an Infected 
water supply. This has been strikingly 
shown in Philadelphia, where some 
parts of the city are supplied with fil- 
tered water and others with unfiltered 
or mixed water. Comparing two parts 
of the city in which the conditions, ex- 
cept as to water supply, are almost the 
same, it was found that in the one sup- 
plied with filtered water the occurrence 
rate of typhoid fever was one in five 
thou^tind. while in the others. In which 
Uie uufiltered water was drunk, It was 
one iu sixteen hundred. 


But a city with an ideal water sup- 


ply may be scourged with typhoid 
fever, although less severely, through 
the medium of impure ice, and it Is al- 
most as important to know where the 
K-e is cut, or with what water it is 
tuade, If artificial, as where the city 
water comes from. Not long since a 
number of officers on one of the United 
States ships in the Mediterranean 
squadron were taken down with ty- 
phoid fever. When the source of the 
infection was traced it was found to be 
some ice bought at Athens, the ice ma- 
chine on shipboard having broken 
down. 


Another source of infection is found 


in oysters that have been fattened in 
streams contaminated with sewage. 
Not only has typhoid followed the eat- 
ing of these fish, but the typhoid bacilli 
have been found in the stomachs of the 
oysters. 


Raw vegetables used for salads may 


have been grown in soil contaminated 
with slops used as fertilizers or may 
have been washed in infected water. 


Unless a water supply is above sus- 


picion all that used for drinking, tooth 
cleaning and in the kitchen should be 
boiled and the drinking water cooled 
by putting vessels containing it on the 
ice. not by putting ice in the water it- 
self. 


Finally, great care should be taken 


to screen nil food from flies, for if 
there is a case of typhoid fever in the 
neighborhood flies may become most 
active distributers 
of the poison.—

FENCE AND GRANITE CURB 


Contractor Gives Bond and Goes 


Ahead—R. D. Armor & Son 


Gets Plumbing Contract. 


Merville K. 8tnll«mitli began work 


ou the addition to the Court House on 
last Wednesday June '21. 
At the 


meeting: of the County Commissioners 
on laet Tuesday the bond of Mr. Stall- 
smith was approved. Kdwnrd H. Wei- 
kert and Amos J. Collins, both of this 
place being the bondsmen. The bond 
was entirely satisfactory and contract 
was awarded to Mr. .Stallsmith at his 
bid of 614, .S:;G. 


On Tuesday the bids for the plumb- 


ing in the addition, the closets to be 
placed in the cellar, were opened and 
contract was awarded to H. I). Armor 
& Son who were the lowest bidders at 
$1270. 


The lirst work was the removal of 


four trees, two in the rear of the pre- 
sent buildiug and two along the line 
of trees on Middle street. The trees 
were large handsome ones but they 
had to go. Only such trees as occu- 
pied ground where building is to go 
were taken down and all the other 
trees will be carefully preserved. 
John A. Good took away a large quan- 
tity of the wood from the trees and in 
the course ofjtiine he will have for 
Bale a lot of Court House souvenirs 
from the wood. 


Part of the old iron fence has come 


down, all of the fence along the alley 
and half on Middle street. All of the 
fence on Middle street will coine 
down. The days of fences are past. 
The granite curb will likely be retain- 
ed and the space under the trees will 
be kept clean and if possible beau- 
tified. 


The next step was the removal of 


part of the granite curb where addition 
will stand and the removal of the rear 
steps. 
A large portion of the rear 


wall will come out and the contractor 
will get quite a number of line granite 
blocks which will be used in the con- 
struction of the new part. Everything 
about the old court house was of the 
most solid masonry with large heavy 
blocks of granite and It will take a 
good deal of time to get the ground 
ready to dig out cellar.
